in Brookline one day in August 

to find a parking enforcement 

officer in the act of ticketing her 
for a meter violation. 

There’s been some kind of mistake, 
White thought as she approached. 
And then she whipped out her mobile 
phone to prove it: The electronic re- 
ceipt that popped up on her screen 
showed she had paid through 11:59 
a.m. She had 44 minutes to spare. 

It wasn’t the first complaint of 
faulty parking enforcement lodged 
with the town of Brookline. Since the 
town rolled out its pay-by-cellphone 
technology in March, dozens of people 
have complained they received tickets 
despite properly paying for their park-

merce secretary, Wilbur L. Ross Jr. retained 
investments in a shipping firm he once con- 
trolled that has significant business ties to a 
Russian oligarch subject to US sanctions 
and President Vladimir Putin’s son-in-law, 


millions of dollars a year transporting gas 
for one of its top clients, a giant Russian en- 
ergy company called Sibur, whose owners 
include the oligarch and Putin’s family 
member. 

Despite selling off numerous other hold- 
ings to join the Trump administration and 
spearhead its “America first” trade policy, 
Ross kept an investment in Navigator,
